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The NSW Soccer Federation is ready to fight the Philips Soccer League to the death in a battle for 
spectators this year. 


While the Federation 
and the PSL appear to be 
involved in a sort of 
peaceful co-existence, that 
should not fool anyone. 

In Sydney, at least, there 
is bitterness just below the 
surface as the rival compet- 
itions fight for the fans’ 
dollar. 

The PSL appears to be in 
front as far as TV projec- 
tion is concerned, but the 
State League will battle 
hard to avoid being frozen 
out. 

Last Saturday morning, 
Karel Rodny, president of 
the NSW Federation, gave 
@ punchy interview on the 
popular 2GB sports show 
for radio listeners. This in- 
spired several phone calls 
from supporters of the PSL 
who blasted Mr Rodny. 
Meanwhile, the State Fed- 
eration’s top competition;

State Leagte, is investigat- 
ing many media outlets to 
ensure it is not left out in 
the cold. 

State League clubs have 
a substantial cash kitty for 
publicity and advertising: it 
will be spent by a new sub- 
committee which aims to 
get maximum exposure for 
the competition. 

The NSW Federation is 
angry about the scant 
publicity given to its pre- 
season Ampol Cup. 

Karel Rodny says : “In 
its 25 years existence, the 
Ampol Cup has never been 
treated so badly by the 
media.

imagine the PSL is the only 
competition in Soccer. Well 
it isn't. The State League 
will survive long after ‘the 
Philips League in its pre- 
sent form is dead.” 

PSL clubs did enter the 
NSW Ampol Cup this year 
but they have shown little 
enthusiasm for the series. 

Some threatened to pull 
out: others fielded second- 
string teams. 

“No sponsor should be 
treated like that — espe- 
cially Soccer’s oldest and 
most loyal sponsor, Am- 
pol,” said Karel Rodny.

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EDITORIAL 


A Sydney Soccer fan went to the recent 
match at Lambert Park between Sydney 
Olympic and Sydney City Slickers. 

He is basically a Slickers supporter, not 
because of any close ethnic or religious 
ties with that club, but because he likes 
the football they play and admires many 
of their players. 

The 2-1 win for Sydney City should have 
pleased this particular fan. Instead, he 
phoned us on the following day to comp- 
lain bitterly. 

What was his gripe? It was aimed 
squarely at the spectators. He described 
them as: ‘Ignorant louts who kept up a 
steady stream of filthy language.’” 

It was not just the language which upset 
him. Let him go on with his complaint: 
“Missiles were thrown on to the ground. 
They could have caused serious injury. 
Also, these so-called Soccer supporters 
were clearly anxious to pick a fight with 
anyone and everyone. | honestly feared 
for my life. | like to take my young son to 
the Soccer every Sunday but now | think it 
would be wise to leave him at home. | left 
the ground early, thankful to get out.” 

This particular fan does not intend to 
give the game away, although | am sure 
he is close to making that decision. But he 
did say he was apprehensive about securi- 
ty at any ground where the spectators are 
close to the onfield action. 

Leichhardt, major tenants of Lambert 


Park, are well aware of the ground’s 
drawbacks. They have tried many times to 
move their home games to the more 
suitable Leichhardt Oval — but without 


success. 

Yet is this problem caused by unsuit- 
able grounds? Surely not. Shocking 
behaviour by hooligan fans can happen 
anywhere, even at some the world’s most 
magnificent stadiums. 

Australian Soccer has lost thousands of 
its spectators over the past 20 years. It 
would be interesting to try to discover 
how many stopped going because they 
were intimidated and harrassed by thugs 
in the crowd. 

As our caller pointed out: “When you 
pay $4 to go to an entertainment, you 
don’t expect to place your life in danger. | 
known it costs more than that to go to the 
cinema but at least you don’t fear for your 
life at Hoyts or The Village!” 

We wish we had a ready solution. Even 
more important, we wish the people who 
rule Soccer in Australia would find the 
solution. But we fear they either are not 
aware of the problem, or they push it 
under the carpet hoping it will go away. 

It would help, of course, if police 
turned up at matches in large numbers 
and, as soon as they spotted trouble- 
makers, turfed them out of the grounds. 
Or better still, arrested them and chucked 
them in a paddy waggon. 

It would also help if club officials 
warned their fans over the public address 
system to behave like decent human be- 
ings — or risk being evicted. 

Spectators these days have enough 
reasons for rejecting Soccer. Why give 
them an extra reason — danger to life and 
limb?

The “‘liaison”, already 
approved by the PSL and

« key players to be made 
available at mutually bene- 
ficial times; 

* reciprocal trips in the 
close season, with the Ar- 
rows to make a three-match 
Hong Kong tour at the end 
of the 1982 PSL season. 

* Tung Sing coming to 
Canberra for a much- 
ballyhooed pre-season 
game in 1983; 

¢ Terry Byrne and Tony 
Brennan to be the initial 
“guest” players for five 
matches apiece between 
now and June 30 (the end 
of Hong Kong’s season). 

Arrows director and 
spokesmen, Arthur Hug- 
gins, said the tie-up with 
Tung Sing was formalised 
after a recent visit to Can- 
berra by Tung Sing’s sec- 
retary/manager, David Wu, 
and coach Vic Fernandez. 

“‘We now await only 
FIFA’s views before sign- 
ing on the dotted line,” 
Huggins said. 

“From something that 
began under the cloud of 
Hong Kong wanting to poa- 
ch Byrne and Brennan has 
evolved a surprising break- 
through.” 

Byrne and Brennan play- 
ed their first game in Hong 
Kong last week, returning 
72 hours before Canberra’s 
home game against Bris- 
bane Lions. 

As guest players both 
stand to make over $1,000 
a game, with Tung Sing 
providing their air fares and 
accommodation. 

“It keeps everyone hap- 
py.” Huggins said. “The 
players want it and the 
sky's the limit. The close- 
season tour is really some- 
thing to savour and antici- 
pate.” 

But the liaison is not 
without its reward for the 
Arrows for if the players 
play the maximum number 
of games the return will be 
of the order of $10,000. 

“Tt is an agreement not 
entered into lightly consid- 
ering the injury risks to key 
players," Huggins con- 
tinued. 

“In the event of injury 
compensation will be paid 
by both clubs, and no play- 
er can play any more than 
one game in Hong Kong in 
any 14 day spread.” 

The liasion has caused 
immense interest amongst 
Arrows’ fans, particular the 
tour aspects and the chance 
of perhaps seeing top Tung 
Sing stars guest with the 
Arrows. 

They, apparently, have 
several superb imported 
stars from such countries as 
Brazil and Argentina. 

The saga, of course, be- 
gan with ex-Arrows’ coach 
Vic Fernandez, who him- 
self was lured to Hong 
Kong in the close-season 
after receiving the prover- 
bial offer “too good to re- 
fuse”.

The VSF threw a little junket at the Southern 
Cross hotel last week, apparently to launch the new 
season, and the Press was regaled by speeches from 
Minister of Sport Brian Dixon, the ex-Melbourne 
Australian Rules star, who told us that he had 
known all along that Soccer was the most popular 
game in the world (outside Victoria), and what a 
wonderful job the Victorian Government had al- 
ways done for Soccer.

Here in Australia, he is as well known as a 
meat pie — and just as popular, despite only 
being here a few months. 

ASW readers were treated to the full brunt of 
The Doc, through his weekly column. 

Tommy Doc’s coming to Australia was a 

“happening” that greatly benefitted the game 
and one that will be long remembered. 

When he departed, he left a vacuum that has 
never been filled. 

To be honest, there are too many introverts in 
Australian Soccer and too many people who will 
not stand up and be counted when. it really 
matters. 

These people and the “Coffee Shop Syn- 
drome”, who plot and plan in various coffee 
houses, have long dominated the image of our 
set-up. 

Never in a million years, can The Doc be 
accused of this type of behaviour and he is one 
man who definitely calls a spade a shovel. 

Because of this, he is loved in many areas and 
utterly detested in others. 

There are no half measures where Tommy 
Docherty is concerned, either towards his friends 
or enemies or with his own commitments. 

His devotion to the game of Soccer is unques- 
tionable and even the most bitter of his enemies, 
has to admit this. 

As a Soccer manager he thoroughly believes in 
giving the paying customer what he wants — 
entertaining football and positive action. 

He lifted Olympic out of the doldrums, in- 
creased their gates and got the team into the 
headlines. 

This week I received a copy of Tommy 
Docherty’s latest book — *‘Call for the Doc”, 
published by Hamlyn. 

It is compelling reading and it gives a much 
clearer insight than ever before into the real 
Tommy Docherty. 

Highlighted are all his successes and highspots 
along with his many trials and tribulations. 

And believe me, there are many of them — 
both varieties. 

For this effervescent little character, who sey 
ed 25 times for Scotland and has hadi manage? 
rial appointments, has had a tempestuous dareer} 
to put it mildly ! 

There are no holds barred in this book. and the 
Doc certainly lets his hair down — or at least 
what he has left of it ! 

His enemies will no doubt point out that he 
comes across as headstrong, foolish and as a 
stormy petrel. 

But, for anyone who knows this man, there are 
glimpses of the real Tommy Docherty — the 
person behind the brash front. 

I have known The Doc for quite a while and 
there are things that should be included in this 
publication that are not. 

Like the way he always looked after his mum 
after he had fought his way to the top in the 
hurly-burly of top British football. 

The Docherty family had a hard life in the 
Gorbals in Glasgow — a slum area where only 
the fittest survive. 
He mentions in the book how his father died 
when he was nine and his mother struggled to 
raise him and his two sisters in awful conditions. 

What he left out, however, was when he fought 
his way to the top, how he looked after his mum 
in exemplary fashion and then gave her a happy 
and comfortable life for the rest of her days. 
He also forgot to include the way he scrimped 
and saved in the early days, to send his son to one 
of Scotland’s most highly-rated colleges. 

This fine part of The Doc’s character and 
makeup is always overshadowed by his con- 
troversial and sensational side. 
And when it comes to sensational incidents, 
they are all brought to the forefront in this 
publication; such as, the recent court case, the 
Mary Brown affair, the famous Blackpool inci- 
dent and many others.

IS BOOMING

The ACT Soccer Federation’s unique 
Academy of Soccer is again off and 
running in its second year — with two 
Under 13 squads and one squad each in 
the Under 14 and Under 15 age groups.

Blacktown City secretary Peter Thorne is amazed at queries 
over the club’s plans for juniors joining its Blacktown Junior 


Super Squad. 


“J do not know what some of these 
people are on about,” he told us. 
“We cannot register boys for more 
than one year at a time, and a boy 
cannot sign a blue professional form 
until he is old enough to contract. 

“Some Associations are not aware 
of what the scheme is about, and hear 
stories second and third hand. 

“We will not be playing the Super 
Squad boys in a competition, so that is 
why we are not registering them at all. 
Thus they have no obligation to us. 

“How does our club safeguard itself 
in one of the most forward coaching 
schemes developed in this country? 

“We have 14 dedicated kids and 14 


keen sets of parents.” 

Mr Thorne added that the Execu- 
tive of the NSW Amateur Soccer Fed- 
eration had examined the scheme, and 
found no basis for any action. 

“We will continue with the plan for 
the first year and then we may find 
reasons to revise it after having a close 
look at whether the absence of com- 
petitive football is desirable or not. 

“One thing that we will not do is to 
stop any boy from representing the 
State if he is chosen. 

“Time will tell just how good the 
system is. We will see it through, and I 
am certain that all the harrasment will 
die down.” 


And the nan who made 
a dream a reality, Execu- 
tive Director, Gianni W 
D'Addario told ASW that 
interest this year was of 
great satisfaction. 

“We received 40 appli- 
cations for the two U13 
squads and 40 each for 
the U14 and U15 age 
gn.uys,” he said. 

The Academy has set 
nost anbitious ains and 
demanding standards — 
and it is these, if 
achieved, that make it 
unique in Austra ian 
junior Soccer.

DARBY’S DRILL 
_ PRE-SEASON TRAINING 


BY STEVE DARBY, TASMANIA'S STATE COACHING DIRECTOR 


Pre-season training is a neces- 
sary evil of a Soccer player’s life. A 
planned, organised pre-season 
schedule will not only make your 
Lae fitter through the season, it 
will help prevent injuries, create a 
team spirit, and will enable your 
purer to perform their skills for a 
longer period of time. (This is not a 
definite guide — go and watch 
other clubs work). 

COACHING PRIORITIES 

1. Team fitness. 

2. Tactics. 

3. Set pieces. 

Within the above three points, 
individual coaches can utilise their 
knowledge, personality and motiv- 
ation. 

Expansion of the above points: 

TEAM FITNESS: Various short 
distance sprints (eg. based on Soc- 
cer pitch dimensions), totalling a 

articular distance. Each sprint to 
& completed in a set time, with 
similar recovery period before 
next sprint. 

There are several ways to plan 
fitness work, dependent on the 
reguieed distance. 

here is no easy way to fitness, 
and smoking and drinking do not 
help. Coaches must remember 
they are dealing with people. 
People enjoy competition, either 
against the c lock or in teams, varie- 
ty, personal verbal contact, and 
being told off when they are slack- 
ing. Coaches must be hard but fair 
in fitness sessions, and should 


come ouj of the session mentally , ite 


exhausted. 

TACTICS: Based on the streng- 
ths and weaknesses of the avail- 
able players (taking that they can 
Pass and control the ball). 

Basics: 

1. When we have the ball we do 
not give it away, we support the 
player on the ball, and try and lose 
markers, hence creating space. 
2. When the opposition have the 
ball we try and slow down their 
prperess by the nearest man to the 
all putting the opposing player 
under pressure; we pick up op- 
position and give them no easy 
pens options. 

. We master the work given to us 
in our zone of play, and do not 
waste mrcee 

SET PIECES: 40 per cent of goals 
come from set pieces; take simple 
free-kicks, corners and throw-ins 
— the less people involved the 
more chance of success; be organ- 
ised defensively at set pieces, 
know who is in the wall, pick up 
opponents, etc. 

SIX WEEK PLAN 

A 9% minute training session, 
split up as follows: 

10 mins — warm-up and flexibility 
40 mins — tactics, patterns of play, 
set pieces, technique 

40 mins — pure fitness (hell) 

10 mins — warm-down, five-a-side. 

At higher levels players must be 
prepared to put in extra time on 
their own both before pre-season 
training starts and to supplement

GRYLLS TAKES | 
A “BREATHER” 


Roger Grylls, 29, is one of the best of ACT Soccer’s new sporting 
administrators. Already he has a wealth of experience and despite 


taking what he calls a “breather” his involvement is staggering. 


Roger’s “breather year” 
still sees him as: 

* vice-president of the 
ACT Soccer Federation; 

chairman of its execu- 
tive, chairman of co- 
ordinating committees; 

* alternative delegate to 
the ASF, 

e and chairman of the 
ACT Academy of Soccer. 

And this from someone 

- who last year resigned as 
treasurer mainly because of 
frustration — combined 
with pressure of work. 

The involvement as an 
administrator was a natural 
progression from his ac- 
countancy studies at Can- 
berra College of Advanced 
Education and his ability as 
a player with CCAE’s Can- 
berra League amateur side. 

As a trainee accountant 

~ Roger took an interest in 
the Canberra League from 
its inception and became its 
inaugural treasurer. 

Things progressed from 
there. 

Over six years he was at 
various times treasurer, or 
secretary of the league and 
finally, in 1977-78, its 
chairman. 

By then his involvement 
with the game in Canberra 
was considerable. He was 
organiser of CCAE’s popu- 
lar, Mercury Cider one-day 
seven-a-side competition 
which now attracts 40 to 50 
teams a year, coach of Can- 
berra City’s topline wo- 
men’s team, vice-president 
of the ACTSF, assistant 
manager in 1979 of the 
ACT Under 19 squad, and 
in the same year manager 
of the ACT women’s rep- 

“ resentative team, 1981 saw 
him almost engulfed with 
Soccer work. 

It involved hundreds of 
unpaid hours, first prepar-

“Tt can act as an overall 
planning and policy body 
despite the fact that in Can- 
berra we have three quite 
autonomous leagues — the 
football league and the 
juniors.””

“For too long manage- 
ment at the ASF level has 
been ad hoc, “bandaid” ad- 
ministration.

The thing that has probably overshadowed the 
results in this year’s NSW Ampol Cup is the 
argument over its importance. 


The NSW State League 
clubs have shown indig- 
nation that the Philips 
League clubs (with the 
2xception of Wollongong 
and Marconi) have de- 
sided that the competi- 
tion is only worth a re- 
serve or part-reserve 
team. 

Then on Friday night, 
State Leaguers River- 
wood sent out a second 
XI to play Canterbury, as 
there was nothing at stake 
for them. 

So on Friday night at 
Melita, before a crowd of 
about 2,000 people, two 
of the four sides involved 
fielded reserve teams. 

The clubs argue that 
the prizemoney for the

Auburn only have Mona 
Park, their home ground, 
for five months of the 
year, commencing with 
the first weekend in April. 

For the other seven 
months, the Auburn Shire 
Cricket Association uses 
the ground, which is a 
highly-rated cricket turf. 

“The only thing we're 
really critical of is that we 
only have five months use 
of the ground,” Auburn 
secretary Fred Parker said.

“We can train on the 
ground, although there 
are no goalposts, which 
does hinder shooting 
practice.” 

For their first game of 
the season, last Sunday, 
Auburn travelled to Fran- 
cis Park in Blacktown, and 
they have scheduled their 
next home game for Gar- 
side Park. 

However that situation 
is something Auburn put 
up with. 

“We know there's no 
way we would be able to 
change the situation,” Mr 
Parker said. “Obviously 
we've made enquiries in 
the past, but it’s a situa- 
tion we're adjusted to,” 

Riverwood are angrier 
than Yugal and Auburn, as 
they share Hurstville Oval 
with three other sports,

and all get priority over

Juventus, one of Victoria’s famous State League clubs, could well 
have started the 1982 season in the Metropolitan League but for a 
belated protest to the VSF about the eligibility of one player from 10th- 
placed side Ringwood City. 


It mattered little that 
Ringwood’s Brian Sinclair 
cost his side enough points 
to ensure Juventus stayed 
in the State League, be- 
cause as it happened the 
league was increased to 14 
teams and both Ringwood 
and Juventus were included 
along with the provincial 
side Morwell Falcons. 

But before the fate of 
Juve was known, the de- 
spairing spirit of the past 
miserable couple of seasons 
was already on its way out 
and, as coach Tony Boggi 
told me: “We didn’t care if 
we were in the State 
League, first division or 
even the Provisional 
League.” 

He insists that Juventus 
have learned their lessons 
and the proud Italian club 
is on the verge of a revival 
which he wants to be part 
of. 

Now that Juve has had a 
Teprieve it can begin re- 
building in the premier Vic- 
torian competition. 

They've certainly wasted 
no time and seven new 
signings will form the basis 
of the 1982 first team.

CLUB HISTORY 


Juventus was founded in 1948 by 
Rino Fontana, who was going to be 
its secretary and driving force for 
10 years, and other members of 
the Italian community in Mel- 
bourne. 

Tony lannucci was the first president 
of the club, to be followed by former 
Olympic cycling champion Nino Bor- 
sari, its “father pute and president 
for many years and at different periods. 

It was affiliated to the then control- 
ling body of Soccer in the State the 
following year and quickly gained 
promotion to the first division (then 
the top league in Victoria). 

From 1952 to 1956 it had its golden 
era winning five premierships in con- 
secutive years and many major 
trophies. 

It had an unbeaten match record of 
two complete seasons. Some of the 
players of those great years were Busi- 
doni, Carollo, Bassi, Pittoni, 
Sabikdussi, Gonano, Bosio. 

It won the premiership again in 1958. 
After 12 long years of a position of 
prominence but without championship 
wins, Juventus came back in dramatic 
fashion under the leadership of presi- 
dent Tony Longo with Tony Boggi as 
coach in 1970. 

It dominated Victorian and Austra- 
lian Soccer (winning among other th- 
ings what was then considered the 
Australian club championship by de- 
feating the premiers of NSW) and it is 
still considered by many as the best 
club team ever assembled in Australia. 

The star-studded line-up included 
Jack Reilly, Sandy Irvine, Tock Good- 
win, George Kinnell, Bob McColl, Pat 
Della Rocca.

Long-serving team manager Giglio 
Simionato also had a great part in that 
triumphant year. 

After years of internal turmoils and 
poor results on the field following Lon- 
go’s departure, it was stabilised and 
enjoyed partial success under presi- 
dent Paul Mirabella, winning the 1977 
Dockerty Cup and being runners-up in 
the premiership. 

In most recent years there was a 
valiant effort by president Giorgio Pen- 
zo, but the advent of the PSL, a de- 
teriorating financial situation, small 
crowds and Sener lack of interest 
for the “second best’ State League as a 
whole, rendered all efforts fruitless. 

A severe crisis followed, but the club 
is now in the capable hands of presi- 
dent Bernardo Santamaria and a very 
able committee. 

This year it is again 12 years since the 
last premiership, and history could well 
repeat itself with the black and whites 
returning to top spot in State Soccer.

O JUVENTUS FOR 1982 
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Empires, nations, large companies and Soccer clubs have one thing in 


common: in moments of crises, they may survive if the right man steps 


in at the crucial time. 

And the situation at 
Juventus was desperate 
when Bernardo Santamaria 
appeared from nowhere to 
take charge of the sinking 
former flagship of Victo- 
tian Soccer. It was someth- 
ing Santamaria did on the 
spur of the moment, 
without the faintest idea of 
what he was getting himself 
into. 

It was the beginning of 
season 1981 and Juventus, 
after encouraging signs of 
recovering a shade of its old 
magic early the previous 

ear, had slumped to its 
lowest ever. 

Top players had been 
sold to get desperately 
needed cash, and there was 
only a skeleton committee 
of well-meaning amateurs, 
membership was insignific- 
ant, the small squad full of 
reserve players was not be- 
ing paid and big creditors 
were clamouring from all 
directions. It was a breath 
away from complete dis- 
aster. 

Only a saint could have 
made the miracle . . . and 
in came Santamaria (“Saint 
Mary,” in Italian). 

The beginning was hard, 
disappointing, heart- 
breaking, shattering. But 
our man is a fast learner. 
With his two fellow “Com- 
issioners,” Greg Icantalupo 
and Dino De Marchi (no 
relation to his namesake 
and former Juventus 
striker), he managed to 
slow the tide down and see 
the end of the season throu- 
gh, which was no mean 
effort. 

But the team finished in 
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second-last place and con- 
demned to relegation: a hu- 
miliation never suffered in 
its proud 34 years history. 
The Ringwood ineligible 
piers case, is now history 
and Juventus avoided the 
drop to the Metropolitan 
League. 

It was time for rebuildin, 
and Santamaria ha 
learned that running a Soc- 
cer club takes more than 
three men; a team effort is 
essential, and a large team 
at that. 

He was authorised at the 
AGM to form his own com- 
mittee and he did so, show- 
ing great perception and 
negotiating ability. He has 
put together a young team 
of administrators, getting 
away from the obsolete for- 
mat of “community lead- 
ers” and banking on profes- 
sionals and successful 
businessmen. 

Who is this ‘‘man of 
Providence” and previously 
unknown in the world of 
Soccer? 

Bernardo (Bernie) San- 
tamaria was born in Au- 
stralia from Italian parents 
who migrated to Australia 
at he beginning of the 
century. He is a member of 
the well-known Santamaria 
family which has given to 
the community politicians, 
eminent doctors and finan- 
ciers. 

His brother Bob, is an 
institution in the political 
arena and president of the 
National Civic Council; 
another brother is a re- 
nowned man of medicine 
and Head of the Communi- 
ty Medicine Department at 


St Vincent’s Hospital, and 
yet another is a high- 
ranking manager with one 
of Australia’s largest mer- 
chant banks. 

His uncles and cousins 
have achieved prominence 
in various fields. Bernardo 
himself has achieved simi- 
lar success as an insurance 
broker and heads a number 
of family companies in whi- 
ch he has involved his sons. 

Bernardo grew up in the 
anti-Italian atmosphere of 
the war years and having to 
suffer humiliations and 
physical violence from his 
peers, made him resentful 
towards the country of his 
parents. 

“Going home from 
school with a black eye, a 
torn shirt and abuses still 
ringing in my ears,” says 
Bernardo, “made me so 
miserable and I used to tell 
my mother I did not want 
to be an Italian and I would 
never mix with them and, 
least of all, marry an Italian 
girl. 

“But it was only a stage 
brought in by the humilia- 
tions I had to suffer. I en- 
ded up being the only 
brother marrying an Italian 
girl and when I went to 
Italy for a trip as a young 
man I became aware of the 
richness of my heritage, 
and became very proud of 
it. 

“My school years’ ex- 
perience and my wanting to 
turn away from what I was, 
have taught me a great les- 
son. Suffering continuous 
humiliations can temporari- 
ly turn you against the 
cause of them, regardless of

how dear it may be to you, 
but eventually you'll go 
back to it, with pride. 

“So I know that the thou- 
sands of Juventus suppor- 
ters who were turned away 
by years of humiliations 
will come back to us with 
renewed pride. But, as a 
committee first, and as club 
secondly, we must produce 
the reasons for this return 
of the masses.” 

Santamaria and his com- 
mittee are producing plenty 
of reasons for supporters to 
return in their thousands. 

Firstly they established 
priorities: the team, a social 
club, a suitable ground. It 
was a firm, rational setting 
of a course, and they quick- 
ly went into action, 
undaunted by the crippling 
accrued deficit of the club, 
but certainly without shrug- 
ging off their responsibility 
to existing creditors. 

They loaned money to 
the club, obtained finance 
by personal commitments 
and raised thousands by 
various schemes, and put in 
an incredible amount of 
good, productive work. 

The committee had come 
together in mid-January of 
this year and in two short 
months they have achieved 
all three priorities. 

The team has been re- 
built with seven top new 
signings and they are still 
on the look-out for more 
talent; a hall-restaurant- 
night club with a BYO li- 
cence has been leased in 
Brunswick; and Olympic 
Park No 2 Ground, has 
been hired on reasonable 
terms. 

“Work has only just 
begun,” says Santamaria. 
“We have a long way to go. 
This will not be a flash-in- 
the pan. We have long- 
term plans, all assessed, 
costed and timed. 
Ultimately we want to 
achieve a stable basis to 
sustain the club in inevit- 
able lean years in the 
future. 

“We are going to turn 
Juventus into a sound, self- 
financing, profitable busi- 
ness. We owe it to our 
Italian-Australian com- 
munity and to the universal 
great game of Soccer. And 
we will get there, because 
many determined people 
will want to be involved in 
this project.”

Sam Manenti (vice- 
president) — young 
businessman with diver- 
sified interests. Has 
peeves sporting club 

ackground as a long stand- 
ing member of North Mel- 
bourne Football Club’s

fully committed to the 
cause of Juventus. Has 
many business contracts 
which he unashamedly uses 
to raise funds and obtain 
sponsorship, convinced 


Dino De Machi (secret- 
ary and delegate to the 
SLMC) — a young solicitor 
who has brought to 
Juventus the best traits of 
his profession: analytical, 
rational, a strict enforcer of 
constitutional procedures, 
a good speaker and a very 
careful administrator. He 
works as hard as anybody 
and is committed for many 
years to come. 

Joe Tramontana 
(treasurer) — a young ac- 
countant, head of his own 
large accounting practice. 
Very much a man of figures 
and finance. Has produced 
what must be the best ac- 
counting and budgeting sys- 
tem of any Soccer club in 
Australia, fully computer- 
ised. He puts in a lot of

work and ideas. 

Domenic Tenuta (social 
director) — a young restau- 
renteur and cabaret owner. 
He is the “quiet achiever” 
of the club, having set up 
the social club and organ- 
ised the social calendar wi- 
th professionalism and at- 
tention to all details. 

Frank Adamo — a young 
life assurance consultant. 
Very extrovert, good com- 
pany, full of enthusiasm, a 
good debater.

The State League has finally achieved a more substantial “premier 
league” status with the restructuring of the Victorian League and should 
enjoy an increase in spectators at its games. 


Since the inception of the 
PSL, the State League has 
had to contend with com- 
petition from above and 
from below, with the result- 
ing loss of spectators. 
Apart from the large 
numbers who went over to 
the PSL, there was a con- 
tinuous trickle of spectators 
from the State League to 
the Sunday games of the 
District League. 

Better-organised minor 
local clubs, often with ex- 
cellent facilities provided 
by local councils, had be- 
come a more attractive 
proposition for many disen- 
chanted supporters of the 
established State League 
clubs Ground and 
clubrooms were often a 
walking distance from 
home and slowly a “local 
district identity’’ had 
created strong bonds of in- 
volvement and personal 
friendship between offi- 
cials, players and suppor- 
ters. 

The latter had to choose 
between an impersonal re- 
lationship with the State 
League club and an in- 
volved personal attachment 
with the local District club; 
many chose the local club, 
deserting the games of their 
former club played on the 
same Sunday afternoon. 

Under the new system of 
three large leagues (which 
have absorbed the majority 

“of the disbanded District 
League clubs) only the 
State League will play on 


_ Sunday thus giving the op- 


“portunity to Metropolitan 
and Provincial Leagues’ 
players, officials and 


supporters to attend a 
Sunday game. 

Many may opt for the 
PSL, but ethnic supporters 
will probably renew old al- 
ligiances with the senior 


ethnic clubs. Juventus, 
Croatia, George Cross and 
Green Gully are the clubs 
more likely to derive a 
substantial benefit from 
this new situation. 


MELBOURNE UNI 
REINSTATED 


After months of controversy and the most radical 
reorganisation of the leagues’ structure in-the his- 
tory of the VSF, it is finally “all systems go” with 


Victorian Soccer. 


VSF officials were able to 
announce the final compos- 
ition of the leagues, having 
satisfactorily resolved the 
last issue of contention. 

Melbourne University 
SC, a member of the Provi- 
sional League third division 
before the restructuring 
and then banished to the 
wilderness of the Amateur 
League, had given notice of 
a legal suite for breach of 
contract against the VSF. 

Backed by the whole leg- 
al faculty of the University, 
the club seemed poised to 
engage the VSF in a long, 
disrupting legal case. But 
full credit must be given to 
the VSF for having ap- 
proached the situation with 
rationality. A reassessment 
of the case proved that a 
mistake had occured and 
the VSF swiftly righted the 
wrong by reinstating Mel- 
bourne University to the 
third division of the Provi- 
sional League. 

A relieved, and justly 
proud VSF secretary, 
George Wallace, said: 
“The case was satisfactorily

tesolved without any legal 
hustling. We had made a 
mistake and we have now 
corrected it. It is as simple 
as that!” 

Melbourne University 
was, in fact, the only club 
arbitrarily demoted from a 
still-existing league. The 
few other demoted clubs 
were affiliated with the 
now-disbanded District 
League and have, there- 
fore, no ground for redress. 

To make room for Mel- 
bourne University in the 
third division of the Provi- 
sional League, North 
Sunshine has gone down to 
the fourth division and, in 
turn, Baxter (the wooden- 
spooners of the bottom 
division of the District 
League last season) has 
gone out to the Amatuer 
League. 

No doubt the VSF made 
up of humans after all, will 
go on making other mis- 
takes. Let's hope they will 
admit to them as readily 
and will take corrective ac- 
tion as swiftly as they did in 
this case.

He migrated fo Australia at the age of 23 and signed for 
the Hakoah club in Melbourne . . . staying with that team 
from 1966 to 1970. Jim then moved fo South Melbourne 
from 1970 to 1977 and finished his playing career in top- 
class football with Juventus Melbourne. 

Stepping down in class, Armstrong went into the Met- 
ropoliton League playing for Shepperton, Morwell and his 
present club, Sandringham. 

During the Rale Rasic regime, Armstrong was selected for 
Australia on five occasions and was unlucky not to make the 
cut-off for the World Cup in West Germany.
